Ground  ol>ser\'ers  at  the  Air  Force  Ixise,  >vith  tl»e  aid  of  binoculars, 
described  them  as  silver  in  color,  cirailar  in  shape,  60  to  100  feet 
in  diameter,  and  traveling  from  cast  to  west  at  an  estimated  speed 
of  400  to  450  miles  an  hour.
